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The United States lias pre- 
sented to the Cuban govern- 
ment a specific plan for mov- 
ing Cuban refugees to Miami. 

The State Department an- 
nounced yesterday that Wash- 
ington has sent a note 
through the Swiss Embassy in 
Havana giving a detailed posi- 
tion on arrangements to per- 
mit the orderly movement of 
tne refugees. 

Officials here said that re- 
settlement of some refugees 
in Latin American countries 
a “d-istaiot possibility.” 
They also said that those ex- 
iles remaining in the United 
States would be resettled in 
places away from Miami as 
soon as possible. , 

These moves are in re- 
sponse to Cuban Premier Fi- 
del Castro’s offer to allow Cu- 
bans to leave their native 
land. 

The State Department de- 
clined to reveal details of its 
proposal because it is under 
discussion with the Cuban 
government. 

The announcement, howev- 
er, clearly cautioned the Cuban
